The  vrtiole  of  tho  Rural  District  is  served  by  a public  water  supply 
operated  by  the  West  Suffolk  Water  Board,  Linden  House,  14-7  Kings  Road,  Buiy 
St,  Edmunds,  (Tel  No:  Bury  St,  Edmunds  226l) , 

The  supply  serving  most  of  the  Cosford  Rural  District  is  derived 
from  borcholds  4-00  feet  deep  in  the  chalk  substrata  at  Semer,  AH  v/ater  is 
chlorinated  at  the  pumping  station  to  givo  a chlorine  residual  of  0*15  parts 
per  million  after  Tiihich  it  is  pumped  to  the  Nedging  Tye  water  tower  from 
whence  it  is  piped  into  the  distribution  mains.

The  vehicle  ecipl eyed  on  refuse  collection  is  a Dennis  Paxit  7p« 

This  is  a 70  cUe^i^d.  vehicj.e  oqu5.pped'with  hydra.ul:;  o compression' mechanisn, 
and  cane  into  use  on  1st  December,  .L97-U  Tt  :*.s  manned  by  a crew  of  three 
and  maintains  a collection  at  a fi’equency  of  once  per  v/eek  in  the  villages  of 
Bi?,destony  Boxford,  Lavenham  and  Brett  dixen,  layhan,  and  once  per  fortnight 
throii^iout  the  rest  of  the  District,  Regular  overtime  is  worked  by  the  refuse 
collection  team  and  amounts  to  an  average  of  3.0  hours  per  vieek.  Routine 
S'-.rvicing  of  tne^vobicle  is.  ca,rried  out  by  Messrs,  B,  A*.  T.aylor  and  Co,, 
Bildeston,  every  fortnight  (at  weekends) . The  Dennis  Paxit  IIIA,  a 35  cu.yd, 
vehicle  has  been  retained  as  a "stand-by”,  in  case  of  breakdown. 

A kerbside  system  of  collection  is  vrorked  whereby  ho\aseholders  are 
required  to  put  dustbins  at  the  kerb  for  collection.  In  the  case  of  persons 
who  are  aged  or  infirm  arrangements  are  made  for  the  dustbin  to  be  collected 
from  the  rear  of  the  promises. 

All  normal’ household  refuse  collected  is  taken  to  a Pulveriser 
Plant  at  G-j:’eat  Rlielnetham  owned  and  operated  by  Thingoe  R.D.C,,  and,  after 
pxilverisation,  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  methods  in  an  old  railway  cutting 
adjacent  to  the  ‘plant,  Pa^nnent  Is  made  to  Thingoe  R.D.C,  at  the  rate  of 
£1,50  per  ton. 

Bulky  items  of  refuse  arc  taken  to  a.  disused  gravel  pit  at  Red  Hill, 
Aldham  by  arrangement,  with  R-adleigh  Urban  District  Coiincil,  ■ ' 

It  is  likely  that,  in  the  near  future,  some  difficulty  may  be 
encountered  in  disposing  of  the  bulky  items  of  refuse  ov^ing  to  the  lack  of 
disposal  facilities  in  the  area. 
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Pail  Closet  and  Cesspool  j^aptying 

A weekly  pail-closet  enptying  service  operated  in  those  parts  of  the 
District  not  served  by  a public  sev/er.  The  service  was  carried  out  under 
contract  by  Messrs  Purle  l/Vaste  Disposal  Ltd.,  of  Canbridge,  This  service, 
hov/ever,  ceased  on  1st  Septonber,  1971  and  the  only  collection  now  taking  place 
is  froQ  15  houses  owned  by  the  Council,  An  attachment  to  the  cesspool  emptier 
has  been  purchased  for  this  purpose. 

The  Council  also  operates  a cesspool  emptying  service,  A 1,500  gallon 
’’Yorkshire”  emptier  on  a Lcyland  Laird  chassis  is  used  for  this  purpose. 

One  ’’free”  enptying  per  house  is  allowed,  thereafter  the  service  is  charged  for. 

The  cesspool  emptier  is  also  used  for  sludge  removal  from  sewage 

works ,

Disposal  of  cesspool  contents  is  by  spreading  on  agricultural  land, 
but  sites  suitable  for  all-the-yoar  round  use  are  scarce,  and  the  number  of 
farmers  who  are  prepared  to  accept  this  material  on  their  land  gets  fev/er. 

In  consequence,  the  Council  has  given  instruction  to  their  Consulting  Engineers 
that  when  the  works  are  enlarged  to  cater  for  the  villages  of  Hitcham  and 
Chelsworth  the  new  sewage  disposal  works  at  Bildeston  shall  also  make  provision 
for  the  reception  and  treatment  of  cesspool  contents. 

Various  experiments  on  septic  tank  liquor  have  been  carried  out  during 
the  year  to  ascertain  the  best  method  to  bo  adopted  to  acheive  this  objective, 
it  is  my  opinion  that  this  fora  of  disposal  should  be  made  available  with  the 
minimum  of  delay  in  order  to  avoid  breakdovm  of  the  cesspool  enptying  service.

The  Cosford  Rural  District  Council  has  limited  delegated  powers  only, 
and  the  West  Suffolk  County  Council,  Shire  Hall,  Bury  St.  Hdnunds, 

(Tel  No:  Bury  St.  Edmunds, 6 3141)  is  the  Local  Planning  ^luthority  under  the  Act. 

All  applications  for  development  within  t he  Rural  District  are  submitted  to  the 
Cosford  Rural  District  Council  and  are  considered  by  the  Council's  Planning 
Committee  whose  recommendation  is  taken  into  account  by  the  Coiinty  Planning 
Department i Contraversial  applications  are  referred  to  the  Southern  Area  Planning 
Committee  v^rhich*  meets  monthly.  During  1971,  339  applications  wore  made  for 
planning  consent,  of  these  250  v;ere  approved,  72  refused  and  17  were  either 
withdravm  or  no  decision  was  issued,  (see  table  belov?) , 

In  January,’ 1968  a report  entitled  "Rural  Planning  in  ''  est  Suffolk”  was 
issued  by  the  Coxanty  Planning  Officer,  Mr.  Janes  M.  Corst.  This  report  lays  dovm 
the  principles  of  Rural  Planning  as  seen  by  the  County  Planning  Authority  and  gives 
details  of  the  likely  growth  of  this,  and  other  Rural  Districts  in  West  Suffolk  up 
to  1981.  TTho  report  is  also  concerned  with  the  desirability  of  the  preservation 
and  conservation  of  the  character  of  the  countryside  of  V;est  Sxiffolk  and  its 
historic  villages  and  lays  doxvn  the  Planning  principles  which  must  be  adopted  to 
achieve  this  aim.  A further  comprehensive  report  "West  Suffolk  Rural  Planning 
Part  2”  has  now  been  issued  seeking,  to  classify  villages  and  endeavouring  .to 
forecast  future  growth  and  development . 1

The  routine  inspection  of  plans  under  the  Building  Regulations  is  a 
very  time  consuming  part  of  the  work  of  the  department  and  I have  set  o\it 
below  a table  showing  the  number  of  applications  received  and  dealt  with  during 
the  year. 

Figures  do  not  give  a true  picture  of  the  work  involved  as  one 
application  nay  include  several  different  types  of  houses  on  a particular  site. 
The  issue  of  a decision  in  very  many  cases  involves  lengthy  discussions  or 
letters  to  applicants  in  order  to  obtain  a satisfactory  solution  to  various 
problems. 

In  addition  to  the  checking  of  plans,  the  Regulations  also  require  _j; 
repeated  visits  to  the  sites  whilst  work  is  in  progress  to  check  various  stages 
of  construction,  often  at  comparatively  short  notice.

One  full-tine  Rodent  Operator  is  eaployed  to  carry  out  all  treatnent 
at  private,  business  and  agricultural  preaiscs,  and  at  sewage  works,  and  other 
Council-owned  properties,  as  directed.  Treatnent  at  donestic  prenises 
is  carried  out  free  of  charge;  business  and  agricultural  treatnent s are 
carried  out  on  a "tine  and  natcrials"  charge,  Nq  treatnent s are  carried 
out  \ander  Contract. 

The  poisons  generally  used  for  rats  are  " arfarin"  and  "Racunin" , 
and  for  nice  "Racunin",  "Alphakil" , tracking  dust  and  traps.  These  particular 
poisons  are  used  in  order  to  ensure  naxlnun  safeguard  against  accidents  caused 
by  ingestion  by  aninals  other  than  rats  or  nice.  All  properties  at  v/hich 
infestations  were  found  were  treated,  each  treatnent  involving  several  visits. 

The  work  carried  out  by  the  Rodent  Operator  during  the  year  is 
indicated  in  the  following  table.
